Defense Department Will 
Release MacArthur Papers 


WASHINGTON (J)—The defense department said today it will make 


public "information relevant" to the question of whether Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur supported 1945 efforts to bring Russia into the war with 
Japan. 


A brief statement said the de- 


partment is "expeditiously" sur- 
veying documents in connection 
with requests .from members of 
Congress and the press for their 
release but will not publish the in- 
formation piecemeal. It added: 


"The Department of Defense, be- 


lieves that, in the meantime, the 
release of separate items connect- 
ed with Russia's entry into the 
Pacific war would confuse rather 
than clarify the situation." 


C. Herschel Schooley, depart- 


ment information chief, said he 
was unable to say when the ma- 
terial might be released. 


MacArthur's attitude toward con- 


cessions for Russia to enter the 
war with Japan came into contro- 
versy last month when the State 
Department released the Yalta pa- 
pers. 


These were documents related to 


the early 1945 meeting of President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Premier Stalin at Yalta in 
the -Russian Primea.

Pope Blesses 
Good Friday 
Worshippers 


VATICAN CITY (*— Framed in 


his studio window, 79 - year - old 
Pope Pius XII today raised his 
arms in blessing over a vast pre- 
Easter crowd jamming St. Peter's 
Square. 


The tens of thousands massed in 


the bright sunshine knelt when the 
white-robed pontiff appeared and 
gave his blessing. 


Then, rising, they cheered and 


applauded until he returned and 
stood in sight for three or four 
minutes, repeatedly raising 
his 


arms in benediction. 


It xvas one of the largest crowds

"Many of them were still schoolchildren when 'Our Leader' 


died," says he.. "To .them, and to many older readers, your pieces 
sound like attacks on Jefferson Davis. 
Your quarrels with labor 


unions also suffer from too much emphasis on past 
history. People out her* in th« cow country don't 
care much about unions on* way or another, any- 
how." 


Here are two divisions of one criticism. 
It is true that many of his readers were in 


school when th« Hyde Park Mahatma died, but our 
journalism still owes them, knowledge which they 
never heard in school nor anywhere else and which 
college students of today are denied as though it 
were blasphemy. Other millions of the best 
young Americans were away at the big war and 
wwtbrook Peeler 


out of touch with sources of information. 


Furthermore, many of those sources suppressed historical knowl- 


edge which ought to have been presented at the time. Great areas 
of population, such as Minneapolis, St. Paul, Louisville and St. 
Louis, learned nothing about many perfidies of individuals in the White 
House. Many millions of citizens in those cities who were adults when 
Roosevelt came in are still ignorant of facts which, for the good of 
their citizenship, they should know. 


I hav« wondered whether the 


press of Grant's time currently 
disclosed the corruption which dis- 
tinguished his reign as the worst 
down to the Roosevelt-Truman era. 
I never heard of it in school. I 
read about it first in historical 
political biographies beginning in 
the middle 'twenties. 
I suspect 


that many of the people who lived 
then went to their graves without 
learning truth to which they were 
entitled.

At the southernmost tip of Africa is the Cape of. Good Hope. The 


-romontory has not always borne this name. The Portuguese navi- 


:ator, Bartholomew Diaz, was the first to sail around it, in 1488. He 
called it Cap* Troublesome. All that he could see was a rocky point 
with boundless watery wastes to the right and the left. What better 
name than one which would suggest turbulent waters and the danger 
of shipwreck on a lonely shore? 


Yet hi» sovereign officially named it Cape of Good Hope. Is this 


a mere euphemism arising out of the prmitive belief that if you give 
an evil object a good name its dangers will disappear? Or did th 
monarch know that this was the opening not only of a new trade route 
but of new lanes of knowledge, and that here one day a great city 
would be built? 


It was 'on Friday of Holy Week that our Lord was done to death 


"when they cam* to the place which is called The Skull, there they 
crucified him" (Luke 23:33. RSV). Had we been naming this day, we 
should no doubt have called it a Day of Gloom, or Day of Infamy, o 
Black Friday. But the church has seen fit to call it Good Friday. I 
this an attempt to gloss over an evil memory by a beneficent name 
Nay. rather, it is our assurance that this is God's Friday, the day or 
which Christ's cross, the center of eternity, became the center 
history.

The Dixon-Sterling freeway came

Prime Minister Eden Has 
A Flair for Undramatic 
His Opposition to 
Chamberlain Notable

LONDON W — Britain's new 


Prime Minister has—to use & 
phrase of British paradoxical un- 
derstatement—a flair for the un- 
dramatic. 


Sir Anthony Eden thumps no 


tubs and rouses no rabble. He is 
an indifferent speaker. 


Yet the halls fill for his public 


appearances He is heard with in- 
creasing respect by the working 
classes, the backbone of England. 
They find him very solid and very 
British. 


Opposed Appeasement 


Perhaps, his finest hour in all 


his 31 years in Parliament was his 
ruckus with Piime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain in 1938. 


Eden was foieign secretary. Dic- 


tators weie on the march, Musso- 
lini into Abyssinia and Albania 
and, 
in conspiracy with Hitler, 


intervening in the Spanish Civil 
War. 
Britain had immediate con- 


cerns—Gibraltar, Malta, Suez, the 
empire's life line—and there was 
the larger concern that Europe 
and Africa might be falling into 
the hands of despots 


Chamberlain's formula was to 


deal with the dictators, yield a 
little here and hold a little there. 


• It was the beginning o! appease- 
ment. Eden's urgent advice to the 
Prime Minister WM to stand up 
to them. 


Then' came evidence that Cham- 


berlain, was negotiating with the 
Italians over Eden's head, and 
that what they demanded was the 
dismissal of the troublesome little 
boy. On Feb. 20, 1936, he resigned 
as foreign secretary. He seemed, 
deliberately, to make it as un- 
dramatic as possible. He did not 


Britain formed a high opinion of 
Jden as a man of principle. 
The rift with Chamberlain was 


not complete, so it was possible 
or Eden to return to his govern- 
ment later. 


And 
Winston Churchill, 
then 


snarling in a political doghouse, 
said of Eden: 


"He is the only fresh figure of 


first magnitude arising out of the 
generation ravaged by the first 
;ieat war." 


Solid Frie 


It was the beginning of a solid 


friendship, an association of per- 
sonalities which triumphed over 
doctors and continued long after- 
ward in the frustrations of the cold 


assail Chamberlain in his calm 
statement: 


Expresses Convictions 


"Of late the conviction has stead- 


ily grown upon me that there has 
been too keen a desire on our 
part to make terms with others 
rather than that others should 
make terms with us. This was 
never the attitude of tins country 
in the past. It should not, in the 
interests of peace, be our attitude 
today 


Many think that Eden was con- 


vinced, in the daik moment, that 
the Conservative party should not 
be torn apart. Whatever the motive 
Eden's low-key resignation had 
three visible consequences: 


Eden's repute as a statesman 


depends largely on his handling 
of foreign affairs. 


Eden first became foreign secre 


tary in a Baldwin government in 
1935, a "wonder boy" who assumed 
the office at the age of 38._ H 
tiaveled extensively, became per 
sonally acquainted with Europear 
and world leadeis, and had a fairlj 
free hand, so long as Prime Mm 


liter Stanley Baldwin wasn't dis- 
turbed, in shaping foreign policy.

modate new situations, but keeps 


steady course. 
Eden wants peace, but believes 


Britain must be strong to preserve 
t. 


Backed League 


He tried desperately to make 
he old League of Nations work, 
and now gives unstinted support to 
the United Nations, which he 
helped create at San Francisco. 


He holds,that Great Britain is 


not completely a European power, 
so shouldn't plunge fuH tilt into 
alliances and working agreements 
with continental states. Hftwever. 
he wants a friendly France and 
if possible a friendly Germany. 


Eden emphasizes unshakeable 


friendship and close cooperation 
with the United States. But -he 
doesn't tie Bntish policy to that 
of the United States in every de- 
tail, and the differences have been 
painful iccently. 


In 1938, he stood up bravely 


against appeasement, and now is 
distressed by the suspicion of many 
Americans that in the cold war 
Britain goes too far in the ap- 
peasement of 'Russia and Red 
China. 


As Eden assumes his new duties, 


attention is focused on his attitude 
toward the most tioublesome prob- 
lem of the hour: China. He has 
stated that if Formosa is attacked 
by the Red Chinese, uigent ques- 
.tions which the United Nations 


would have to answer will arise. 
He has not gone so far as to say 
urrtain would nefp reVfW *Je*l an 
attack. He believes that the ulti- 
mate fate of the island should be 
determined by international nego- 
tiation. 


Eden has taken the view that 


the islands of Quemoy and Matau 
belong to the government of ..the 
mainland, ' but that Red China 
should give assurances that For- 
mosa will not be attacked.

Eden's first cabinet meeting since 
he took over Wednesday from Sir 
Winston Churchill. They cut the 
average age of the 18 ministers 
from 58^2 years to 55& years. 
Eden himself is 57. 


The reshuffle involved nine other 


government posts, including one 
Cabinet job, two non-Cabinet min- 
istries and six lower level appoint- 
ments. 


The comparatively small num- 


ber of changes—generally consid- 
ered about the fewest Eden could 
make without retaining the For- 
eign Ministry—increased still more 
the speculation that he may be 
planning to call a general elec- 
tion soon, possibly May 26. 


Macmillan's appointment to the 


Foreign Ministry, the post Eden 
formerly held, had been widely 
perdicted. Like Churchill, he is 
half American. His mother is the 
former Hejen Tarleton Belles, of 
Spencer, Ind.

to power in 1951. His success at 
that job led to his appointment 
to the Defense Ministry last Octo- 
ber.

WASHINGTON (*- Mother Na- 


ture may be breaking all records 
this spring for b r e a k i n g all 
records. 


Spring traditionally comes In 


like a lion and goes out like & 
lamb. So far this year, things have 
been in reverse order. 


In the first weeks of March, 


most of the nation was lulled by 
a record warm sun. 
St. Louis 


baked at 86 degrees March 10; 
Dallas sweltered at 94 one day 
later; it was 61 as far north as 
Muskegon, Mich. 


Heat records for the season were 


toppled again in many ares a few 
days later. Fruit trees blossomed 
and flowers burst into beauty for 
spring festivals. 


Cruel Deceit 


But all this was cruel deceit. 


There followed probably the worst 
series of spring cold waves ever 
recorded. B l i z z a r d s paralyzed 
parts of the North, and continued 
even through this first week of 
April. R e c o r d-breaking freezes 
spread across the South, crippling 
crops, fruit trees and flowers.

Weather Bureau forecaster Je- 


rome Narnias today blamed those 
mysterious "jet streams" which 
circle the globe up to 40.000 feet 
high.

Formed Barrier

"vamp" of silent films, an irre- 
sistible lure to her screen lovers, 
with her- heavily mascaraed lids 
and deep eye shadow, her heaving 
bosom. Fox's movie empire was 
founded on her appeal. 


In private life Miss Bara was 


the wife of film director Charles 
J. Brahin. She retired from the 
movies in 1921 and lived in se- 
clusion. She had undergone sur- 
gery for abdominal cancer several 
(times in the last 18 months and 


had been in a coma since March 26. 


Miss Bara came to the movies 


from the musical comedy stage in 
1914, and after a few minor roles 
Fox selected her to star in "A Fool 
There Was." It was one of the big 
box office smashes of the genera- 
tion. She followed with dozens of 
films in which she portrayed the 
seductive heartbreaker — "The 
Vixen," "The Tiger Woman," "The 
She-Devil," "The Serpent of the 
Nile," "The Siren's Song," "When 
a Woman Sins," "Rose of Blood." 
She was starred in "Carmen" in 
rivalry with another studio which 
starred Geralduie Ferrar in the 
same role. 


Career Is Short 


Although Miss Bara was a pro- 


lific worker in films her career 
was over, for all practical pur- 
poses, five jt,ears after she played 
her first role. She had made 40 
pictures; she was "played out." 
But she went to New York and 
starred in a musical comedy, "The 
Blue Flame." It was an instant 
hit and when it was finished there 
she toured the country with it with 
big success. She was mobbed in 
many cities by admiring crowds.

President Roosevelt's critics, be- 


cause of his power in the depres- 
sion and World War n, may have 
felt he acted as if he owned the 
United States. He was a world 
leader but he was never proprietor 
of anything, more than the New 
Deal.

Roosevelt's successors, 
Presi- 


dents Truman and Eisenhower, 
never have shown any proprietary 
attitudes. They have gone .about 
their business briskly, like any 
manager in General Motors.

State Department officials con-

Easton, Pa., Walter said he 


lad no comment on the "develop- 
ment. 


Corsi said he was told he would 


be offered another unspecified post 
n the State Department, "but I 
have not made up my mind wheth- 
er I care to continue or not." 


Corsi was appointed by Dulles 


especially to speed up the refugee 
mmigrant program. The law au- 
thorizes special admission for 214,- 
000 immigrants by the^end of 1956, 
but only about 22',00cf have been 
given visas to enter the United 
States since the program became 
effective 17 months ago.

Committee for the Protection of 
the Foreign Born, an organization 
since listed by the attorney gen- 
eral as subversive.

Corsi -has denied membership in 


the organization and has said any 
such use of his name was un- 
authorized.
